lowing communication to Blakely D. 
McCaughn, collector of internal reve­ 
nue for this section of Pennsylvania, 
with headquarters in Philadelphia, was 
lead and unanimously approved: . 
C. C. Letter 
“For many years there has been 
located in Gettysburg a deputy 
collector of internal revenue. For­ 
merly his activities were largely 
in connection with various tobacco 
and cigar factories in the county. 
In recent years he has rendered 
very valuable service to the busi­ 
ness men of the county and to 
citizens generally, in making their 
tax reports and returns. 
“His recent removal has been 
a serious loss to the community 
through the inconvenience and 
hardship it has caused those who 
j 
have heretofore depended upon his 
assistance in making 
their 
re­ 
turns. The very limited time his 
services are available now causes 
a 
very; undesirable congestion, 
many people standing in line for 
half a day before reaching his 
office. 
“You can readily see what such 
a condition means to the average 
business man who cannot afford 
to stand in the 
waiting 
line. 
Moreover, in many cases it neces­ 
sitates additional expense through 
the employment of a private tax

expert and not infrequently a de­ 
lay in making the return.

Lions Hub Is Addressed by 
Daniel I. Jacobs, Arendts­ 
ville. on Early Warfare 
History of Gettys­ 
burg. 


Over a year ago the department of 
highways announced that if the voters 
of Pennsylvania approved the $50,- 
000,000 bond issue $10,000,000 of that 
sum would be allotted to the various 
counties of the state. 
Of this $10,- 
000,000 Adams county would receive 
$120,873.43. 
The commissioners have informed 
the department that with the money 
allottee! to this county they construct­ 
ed route 231, extending 5.77 milos 
through Mt. Pleasant township. 
The 
balance due this county in the amount 
of $116,457.29 is unencumbered. 
Awaits Passage 
Construction of these route 
from 
the bond-aid fund is dependent upon 
the passage by the present legislature 
of an act authorizing the highway de­ 
partment to use 
the 
$50,00,000 
in 
bonds. 
These bonds were voted by the peo­ 
ple in 192” by a majority of 375,000- 
a majority of 113,000 greater than 
that given the first bond issue in 1918. 
But in the spring of 1923 the legisla­ 
ture, seeking to take time by the fore­ 
lock, passed a bill termed a general 
enabling act and designed to cover all 
future bond issues by the state. 
In 
the summer of 1924 the state asked 
for bids for the $30,000,000 in road 
bonds. 
Bankers, however, refused to 
bid because their attorneys told them 
the enabling art passed by the 1923 
legislature was unconstitutional. The 
matter was (taken into the courts and 
finally the supreme court decided the 
1923 legislation was faulty. 
For this 
reason, if tho department of highways 
is to carry out the mandate of the 
people as expressed in tin* vote of No­ 
vember, 1923, the present session of 
the legislature must puss an enabling 
act. 
Unless the legislature passes the 
new enabling act none of the* sections 
mentioned above can be built.

As a last resort to get out the body, workmen at 8:30 o’clock 
resumed digging a new passage in an attempt to go around-about 
way to reach Collins. 
So hazardous were conditions in the natural passage that 
for a time serious consideration was given to a plan to seal Col­ 
lins in his prison tomb abd make it his final sepulchre.

is to be the new home of The Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer. 
The building is 
expected to be ready for occupancy 
within a few months arid when com­ 
pleted will be the largest and most 
modernly equipped newspaper building 
in the world. 
The structure is twenty-one stories 
high and covers an entire city block. 
The ground area is 
approximately 
70,000 square feet. 
In designing the 
building architectural engineers per­ 
formed a feat th at is considered with­ 
out parallel in building construction. 
The huge structure has been erected 
above the depressed tracks of a rail­ 
road. 
It is virtually a skyscraper 
built upon stilts.

livery to the pressroom will be ship­ 
ped to directly beneath the building. 
There they will be unloaded upon a 
special platform and conveyed by spe­ 
cial machinery to a storeroom from 
which they will be used as the presses 
require. 
When The Inquirer moves into the 
new Elverson Building the entire me­ 
chanical equipment necessary in get­ 
ting out a great newspaper will be 
new'. 
Presses, linotype 
machines, 
typewriters, time clocks, adding: m a­ 
chines, stereotyping machines,-photo­ 
engraving apparatus and all other ma­ 
chinery now used in the present In­ 
quirer plant will be scrapped and the 
huge task of publishing The Inquirer 
will be accomplished by freshly made 
and highly improved devices. , 
The pressroom equipment will be 
most modern. 
Four batteries 
of 
presses totaling G90 feet in length will 
occupy a room in which space hag been 
allowed for further expansion. 
From the presses the papers will be 
conveyed to a delivery room by spe­ 
cial machinery and from there sent by 
train, trolley and motor truck to vari­ 
ous distribution points. 
The new home of The Inquirer tow­ 
ers above surrounding buildings and 
stands out in Philadelphia's rapidly 
changing skyline. 
Its gilded dome 
can be seen from almost every part 
of the city and in some of its suburbs. 
Beneath it there is a clock which will 
rival that in the City Hall, which is 
close by and wfhich for years has been 
looked upon by residents as the chief 
governor of their daily actions. 
But the clock in the tower of the 
Elverson Building is expected to ex­ 
cel that in the City Hall. 
Operated 
by it will be a series of chimes, which 
during the day and night will an­ 
nounce at fifteen-minute intervals the 
exact time. 
For the benefit of those 
living beyond the range of hearing, a 
system of light flashes will be trans­ 
mitted from the uppermost part of the 
building at hourly intervals. 
This, 
however, is only one of several inno­ 
vations by which The Inquirer from 
its new home hopes to be able to 
serve the community. 
The new l/uilding is the result of 
an ambition entertained for years by 
Colonel James Elverson, Jr., president 
and publisher of The Inquirer. 
The 
growth of The Inquirer under his di­ 
rection has been such that the paper 
has long since outgrown its present 
plant. 
The site of the new building was 
chosen by the publisher only after the 
consideration of many other possible 
locations, and those who have made a 
study of the growth of the city can­ 
not help but approve of his decision. 
The architecture and construction of 
the building are simple. 
The entire 
building is faced with glazed white 
terra cotta over its structural steel, 
enclosed in concrete and brilliantly 
bather in the light from 130 
flood 
lights at night. 
No w'ood is used, 
even the triridow frames and doors 
being of pressed steel. 
The floors of the building and tow­ 
er up to the seventh floor will be oc­ 
cupied by executive offices of The In­ 
quirer.
